WASHINGTON (JP) — A joint 
Senate-House Economic Commit­ 
tee reported today the outlook for 
1957 “is for further increases in 
employment, production and pur­ 
chasing power, with no general 
easing of pressures toward fur­ 
ther cost and price increases.”

Patmaai (D-Tex), \ 
was not unanimous ie its views. 
Five of its members flkxi supple­ 
mental or minority opinions, but 
only Sen. Douglas (D-Ill) took 
m ajor issue with the findings. He

points in the economy. 
The committee noted that the 
economic outlook, while currently 
bright, “may change rapidly.” 
“Rising construction and inter­ 
est costs, and declining liquidity” ; 
it said, “may prevent realization 
of present business plans for cap- j 
ital replacement and expansion” j 
and “may have an adverse effect 
on state and local government ex­ 
penditures for public works.”

On the basis of the present sit­ 
uation, the committee urged that j 
tax rates be continued at their 
present levels. It said “the hoped 
for” federal budget surplus as­ 
sumes continuation of these rates 1 
to “contribute modestly to con­ 
trolling inflation.” 
A general tax cut now, the com- 
mittee said, “would impose ex- 
cessive burdens on monetary con­ 
trols for curbing inflationary pres­ 
sures.” 
It urged tax-writing congres­ 
sional committees to develop a 
program for “adjrnoing the tax 
burdens on new and small busi-

States will on each occasion do 
what it thinks is right even if it 
means going against old friends. . 
The President has said that the 
United States will not 'enter wars 
ju st to try to patch u p the world. 
And he has annou nced that hence­ 
forth the United States vill choose 
its cou rse b y its o wn lights even if 
it means walking alone.” 
This was a grave decision to 
make. No one places a higher val­ 
u e on NATO and the other instru ­ 
ments of western 
alliance than 
does the President, and certainly 
no one has b een more intimately 
connected with forging and b u ild­ 
ing them. Bu t he places a still 
higher valu e on what he views as 
the interests of this cou ntry at this 
time.

Many other small Missou ri cou n­ 
ties already face the prob lem of a 
death of attorneys, and more wll 
do so as the you ng men go to more 
lu sh pastu res in ou r cities.—Paris 
Appeal.

The while collar c a ­ 
reers, though dim inishing rapidly 
in popularity among the boys, still 
h a \e a wide attraction for the 
girls. 
There is no denying that the 
teen-age oesire for a college edu­ 
cation is tied in with a yearning 
for security. 
“My m ain reason 
for w anting to go to college,” said 
a siartlingly frank young m an, “ is 
th a t when I graduate 1 expect to 
earn about tw ice the w eekly sal­ 
ary I could get w ithout the d e­ 
gree.” 
The m onetary aspects of a col­ 
lege diploma, though perhaps not

can hardly be disputed. A recent 
survey attem pted to translate the 
value of a college degree into cold 
cfsh and reached the conclusion 
th at four years of college is w orth 
w ell over $100,000 in term s of 
lifetim e earning pow er for the 
graduate.

D espite 
the attractions of bigtim e foot­ 
ball and lavish academ ic plants 
offered by the large schools, 61 
per cent of th e boys and 84 per 
cent of the girls m ade sm all col­ 
leges their first choice. And, pref­ 
erably, it should be co-edueation- 
ai, insisted 52 per cent of the boys 
and 68 per cent of the girls.

Since most every f a r m e r in 
Southeast Missouri would be 
af­ 
fected by, and certainly is direct­ 
ly interested in u proposed b i l l 
'H.R, 4901) “To establish a mini­ 
mum acreage allotment for corn, 
to provide acreage reserve pro­ 
gram* for diverted acres and for 
feed grains, and for other pur­ 
poses”, this column will be de­ 
voted to an explanation of the bill. 
The n«*ed and desirability for 
*ome kind of legislation to provide 
for a minimum allotment for corn 
‘above the 
37,299,000 
acre-allot- 
ment in the commercial corn area 
which Will be in effect unless some 
new legislation is passed) is recog­ 
nized by most everyone, includ­ 
ing the Administration and all the 
major farm organizations. 
This 
includes the American Farm Bu­ 
reau, which, while not lending its 
endorsement to the bill reported 
by the House Committee on Agri­ 
culture, has 
stated: “The 
facts 
are that we have a supply of feed 
grains which is too large for a 
healthy livestock economy; 
sur­ 
plus feed means surplus livestock 
• rid 
livestock 
products 
' which» 
mean lower income to the majori­ 
ty of farm ers: therefore in order 
to insure a more healthy market 
situation for livestock and live- 
• stock products and help the ma­ 
jority of the farmers 
throughout 
the country, we need to do every­ 
thing we reasonably can to cut 
down on feed surpluses.” 
Those of us who support 
the 
Committee bill 'H Ft. 4901 > believe 
that the problem cannot be solved 
by increasing the corn allotment 
in the commercial area, and con­ 
tinuing soil bank payments along 
the same line as last year when 
the government paid *179 million 
to corn producers in the commer­ 
cial area without obtaining either 
acreage or production reductions, 
and at the same time offering no 
incentive to producers both with­ 
in and without 
the commercial 
corn area to reduce their plant­ 
ings of other feed grains including 
soybeans. 
It should be noted that despite 
the fact the Administration 
ha* 
proposed its own bill dealing with 
this subject, no one has seen fit to 
introduce that bill, and therefore 
it has not been before Congress 
for consideration. 
The Committee Report on H R. 
4901 states that “It seeks to bring 
about equality of treatm ent of the 
other 
major crops, 
along 
with 
com, in the operation of the acre­ 
age reserve of the Soil Bank. 
'‘This bill deals not alone with 
corn in the commercial area but 
seeks to diminish the over-produc­ 
tion of all feed grains and related 
< rops-com outside the 
commer­ 
cial area, wheat produced outside 
marketing quota areas, grain sor­ 
ghum, oats, rye, barley, flaxseed 
and soybeans. It offers basic crop 
producers and other farmers 
an 
opportunity to join with commer­ 
cial com farmers in a far-reach­ 
ing and effective program to re­ 
duce feed surpluses, 
by placing 
grain-producing land, wherever it 
may be. into the Soil Bank.” 
The bill would give corn in the 
commercial areas the treatment 
its 
representatives 
have 
asked, 
but it goes further and extends 
similar 
considerations 
to 
other 
f a r m e r s growing 
other feed 
grain*. 
For instance, in Southeast Mis­ 
souri where farmers have 
been 
forced to make drastic reductions 
in cotton acreage 'and were penal­ 
ize^ if they did not comply with 
the program) and where by sheet 
necessity were forced to divert to 
bther crops, principally soybeans, 
grain sorghums and other grain 
erops, under this bill they would 
be encouraged to put a part of this 


acreage »up to 18 per cent of their | 
allotments of basic crops» into the I 
Soil Bank. 
However, it must be ' 
emphasized Uiat there must be a 
history of feed 
grain 
'including 
soybean) production on the farm 
in order to qualify the producer 
for payments under the diverted 
acreage program and that he will 
be eligible for such payments on­ 
ly to the extent that his 1957 plani- 
ings are reduced below that his­ 
tory and the acreage set aside in 
the soil bank.

WASHINGTON UP) — A joint 
Serate-H ouse Economic Com m u­ 
te* reported today the outlook for 
1957 “is for further increases in 
em ploym ent, production and p ur­ 
chasing power, with no general 
easing of pressures tow ard fur­ 
th er cost and price increases.” 
The 
14 - m em ber 
com m ittee, 
headed by Rep. Patmaai (D -Tex), 
w as not unanim ous la its views. 
Five of its m em bers flk.ni supple­ 
m ental or m inority opinions, but 
only Sen. Douglas (D -Iil) 
took 
m ajor issue with the findings. He 
cited 
w hat 
he 
called 
“w eak” 
points in the economy. 
The com m ittee noted that the 
economic outlook, while currently 
bright, "m ay change rapidly.” 
“Rising construction and inter­ 
est costs, and declining liquidity” 
it said, “may prevent realization 
of present business plans for cap­ 
ital replacem ent and expansion” 
and “m ay have an adverse effect 
on state and local governm ent ex­ 
penditures for public w orks.” 
On the basis of the present sit­ 
uation, the com m ittee urged that 
tax rates be continued at their 
present levels. It said “ the hoped 
for" federal budget surplus as­ 
sum es continuation of these rates 
to “contribute m odestly to con­ 
trolling inflation.” 
A general tax cut now, the com­ 
m ittee said, “would impose ex ­ 
cessive burdens on m onetary con­ 
trols for curbing inflationary pres­ 
sures.” 
It urged tax-w riting congres­ 
sional com mittees to develop a 
program for “adjusting the tax 
burdens on new and sm all busi­ 
nesses” to help them participate 
m ore fully in the general growth 
and prosperity of the economy. 
It said the federal governm ent 
should 
“exercise 
leadership 
in 
contributing to economic stability 
by substantially reducing public 
w orks expenditures now” and de­ 
ferring 
them 
until 
inflationary 
pressures lessen. 
The com m ittee also: 
I. Callrd for consideration 
of "some redistribution of tax 
sources among t h e federal 
government, the states and lo­ 
calities.” 
J. Expressed “concern ov­ 
er the uneven impact of mon­ 
etary restraints, particularly 
as they affect school construc­ 
tion, residential eonstrucUon. 
and the growth potentials of 
new and small businesses.” 
3. Urged the President to 
Implement his proposal that 
leaders of business and labor 
assume 
greater responsibili­ 
ty In price policiea and wage

Maintaining 
price stability, it said, b one 
of the most urgent problems 
facing the country.

Two reasong have been given why every voter of 
Sikeston should approve the proposed $1,600,000 bond 
issue for the construction of a new municipally owned 
power plant which will be voted on at a special election 
next Tuesday. Here is a third: 


There is probably no city of comparable size that is so 
inadequately lighted as Sikeston. Both major highways 
that cross here are avenues of darkness punctuated at 
intervals by street lights which only accentuate the 
darkness rather than illuminate it. It is planned that 
$100,000 of the bond money will be used to install a 
modern White Way on both Highway GI and Highway 
GO from one city limit to the other. By installing modern 
vapor lights tourists who pass through the city will be 
given a much more favorable impression of the cotn- 
# triunity and the citizens themselves will have a lighting 
system they can be proud of. 


But the street lighting improvement will not stop 
there. 


A thorough survey of the city, as authorized by the 
City Council some time ago, will be conducted and the 
. entire city street lighting system will be overhauled and 
replaced with one that will do a satisfactory job of 
routing dark spots and making our streets safer thor- 
DUghfares to travel at night. 


So there is a third reason to vote for the bond isgue. 
Remem ber: (I) Sikeston needs and must have more 
power producing ability to keep pace with the rising 
demand for service and have power available when new 
industries want to mbve in; (2) it will cost the citizens 
not one red penny in extra taxes or higher rates, and 
(3) it will provide, as a smaller issue, a modem and up- 
to-date street lighting system including two White Way 
thoroughfares. 


And remember this, also; whenever any project is 
proposed for the improvement of your living conditions 
there will always be those who either originate or 
spread derogatory rumors. Every citizen is urged to 
disregard hearsay and, instead, go to those who know' 
and ask for the answer to your questions. The books of 
the Board of Public Works are public property and open 
for your inspection and the officials of the Board will

in the downward trend over 
he 
past ten years in th' cancel death 
rate am ong women in m iddle life. 
Among the insurance company s 
millions of industrial policyholders 
mortality from all types of cancer 
w as down by 13 percent for wom en 
at ages 45 to 64 over die JO-year 
period. 
One of the brightest fea­ 
tures of the insurance experience 
is the decline by one-third ’ 
the 
death rate from uterine carcer at 
these ages. 
This favorable trend is attribut­ 
ed to the prevention or correction 
of injuries sustained during child­ 
birth, the intensified 
search for 
cases in their early stages, and 
prompt treatm ent by surgery 
or 
radiation. 


While the cancer death rate for 
m iddle aged women declined, that 
for men rose som ewhat. This 
s 
due principally to increased mor­ 
tality am ong m ales from 
cancer 
of the lungs, buccal cavity, stom ­ 
ach, ant 
urinary organs. 
“ At present, early detection and 
treatm ent are the major m eans of 
control of cancer during the m id­ 
dle years. 
Hope for the ultim ate 
solution of the problem 
d pends 
upon research into the causes of 
the d isea se,” the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

What Other Papers Say.. 


A proposed constitutional am end­ 
ment introduced into the House at 
Jefferson City will if passed solve 
a problem that faces Monroe and 
other third class counties in the fu­ 
ture. It would allow men other than 
attorneys to act as county m agis­ 
trates or 
probate 
judges. 
We 
haven t any problem now, as our 
probate»magi.stratc office is ably 
filled by Attorney Ralph Nolen. But 
today there are only three attorn­ 
eys in Monroe County, all of them 
pa.-l 60 years of age. Two are in 
public offices and require the quail 
floatiest* of an 
attorney, 
under 
present state law. Unless our law s 
are revised* or we get young blood 
it will be but a few years until no 
one will be legally available for 
two of our most important offices, 
those of probate judge and m agis­ 
trate, and 
prosecuting 
attorney. 
Many other sm all Missouri coun­ 
ties already face the problem of a 
death of attorneys, and more wll 
do so as the young men go to more 
lush pastures in our cities.—Paris 
Appeal.

The Seabees had been secretly 
sent ashore before t h e combat 
troops to survey the island for 
any possible airfield sites. 
On another Pacific Island, the 
Seabees built a 3,500 foot airstrip 
in dense jungle in less than 13 
days. They might have complet­ 
ed it sooner, but they were hand­ 
icapped by 16 inches of rainfall. 
Another battalion built a camp 
for 6,000 men, complete with hous­ 
ing, mess hall, utilities and roads 
in 17 days. 
And on the island of Tinian, in 
nine months, they laid 6,000,000 
square yards of asphalt, enough 
to pave a road from Chicago to 
Milwaukee and back again. Dur­ 
ing the same nine month period, 
the Seabees also found time to 
move 12,000,000 cubic yards of 
coral, enough for three Hoover 
Dams. 
For work of this kind, the Sea­ 
bees received 
words o f praise 
from many generals, adm irals and 
other high ranking officials. But, 
perhaps the highest praise ever 
paid them came from a captured 
Japanese major who had been 
hiding in a cave on Iwo Jima. 


When he was led from his hiding 
place, the major looked at what 
the Seabees had done to the pre­ 
viously demolished island. He said 
only one word, “Impossible.” 
The Seabees, like t h e other 
services, were called upon during 
the Korean conflict. They again 
served their country with distinc­ 
tion. 
At present 
the Seabees a r e 
I keeping in trim by constant train- 
j ing and undertaking such tasks 
asconstructing bases on the froz­ 
en waste lands of the Antarctic 
in conjunction with the Navy’s 
"Operation Deepfreeze.” 
For those of the Seabees who 
are not on active duty, there are

dreams, a surprising number of 
teen-agers expressed a preference 
for small, select colleges. Despite 
the attractions of bigtime foot­ 
ball and lavish academic plants 
offered by the large schools, 61 
per cent of the boys and 84 per 
cent of the girls made small col­ 
leges their first choice. And, pref­ 
erably, it should be coeducation­ 
al, insisted 52 per cent of the boys 
and 68 per cent of the rfrls.

Since most every f a r m e r in

•H.R. 4901) “ To establish a mini­ 
mum acreage allotment for corn, 
to provide acreage reserve pro­ 
grams for diverted acres and for 
feed grains, and for other pur­ 
poses", this column will be de­ 
voted to an explanation of the bill. 
The need and desirability for 
some kind of legislation to provide 
for a minimum allotment for corn 
‘above the 
37.2S8.000 
acre-allot- 
ment in the commercial corn area 
which*will be in effect unless some 
new legislation is passed) is recog­ 
nized by most everyone, includ­ 
ing the Administration and all the 
major farm organizations. 
This 
includes the American Farm Bu­ 
reau, which, while not lending its 
endorsement to the bill reported 
by the House Committee on Agri­ 
culture, has 
stated: '‘The 
facts 
are that we have a supply of feed 
grains which is too large for a 
healthy livestock economy; 
sur­ 
plus feed means surplus livestock 
and 
livestock products 
‘which) 
mean lower income to the majori­ 
ty of farmers: therefore in order 
to insure a more healthy market 
situation for 
livestock and live- 
• stock products and help the ma­ 
jority of the farmers throughout 
the country, we need to do every­ 
thing we reasonably can to cut 
down on feed surpluses .** 
Those of us who support 
the 
Committee bill 'H R 4901) believe 
that the problem cannot be solved 
by increasing the corn allotment 
in the commercial area, and con­ 
tinuing toil bank payments along 
the same line as last year when 
the government paid ti79 million 
to corn producers in the commer­ 
cial area without obtaining either 
acreage or production reductions, 
and at the same time offering no 
incentive to producers both with­ 
in and without 
the commercia! 
com area to reduce their plant­ 
ings of other feed grains including 
soybeans. 
It should be noted that despite 
the fact the 
Administration has 
proposed its own bill dealing with 
this subject, no one has seen fit to 
introduce that bill, and therefore 
it has not been before Congress 
for consideration. 
The Committee Report on H R. 
4901 states that "It seeks to bring 
about equality of treatment of the 
other 
major 
crops, 
along with 
com, in the operation of the acre­ 
age reserve of the Soil Bank. 
"This Mil deals not alone with 
corn in the commercial area but 
seeks to diminish the overproduc­ 
tion of all feed grains and related 
rrops—corn outside the 
commer­ 
cial area, wheat produced outside 
marketing quota areas, grain sor­ 
ghum, oats, rye, barley, flaxseed 
and soy-beans. It offers basic crop 
producers and other farmers 
an 
opportunity to join with commer­ 
cial com farmers in a far-reach­ 
ing and effective program to re­ 
duce feed surpluses, 
by placing 
gram-producing land, wherever it 
may be, into the Soil Bank " 
The bill would give corn in the 
commercial areas the treatment 
its 
representatives 
have 
asked, 
but it goes further and extends 
similar 
considerations 
to 
other 
f a r m e r s growing 
other feed 
grains. 
For instance, in Southeast Mis­ 
souri where farmers have 
been 
forced to make drastic reductions 
in cotton acreage ‘ and were penal­ 
ize^ if they- did not comply with 
the program* and where by sheet 
necessity were forced to divert to 
bther crops, principally soybeans, 
grain sorghums and other grain 
crop*. under this bill they would 
be encouraged to put a part of this 
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acreage ‘up to IS per cent of their 
allotments of basic crops) into the 
Soil Bank. 
However, it must be 
emphasized that there must be a 
history of feed 
grain 
‘including 
soybean) production on the farm 
in order to qualify the producer 
for payments under the diverted 
acreage program and that he will 
be eligible for such payments on­ 
ly to the extent that his 1957 plant­ 
ings are reduced below that his­ 
tory and the acreage set aside in 
the soil bank. 
Further quoting from the Com­ 
mittee Report, “ Payments under 
this section in most areas will be 
at the rate previously established 
by the Secretary for the placing of 
corn acreage in the acreage re­ 
serve. 
TTus rate is 90 cents per 
bushel. This 
will 
be 
multiplied 
by the normal yield per acre of 
corn for the county in which the 
farm is located to compute the 
locally applicable rate. In the com 
mercial corn areas these payments 
are estimated by the Department 
of Agriculture to average $42 66 
per acre. The rate of payment*; 
will b< lower in the noncommer­ 
cial corn areas, where yields are 
substantially lower. 
“ In areas where corn produc 
tion is so meagre that farmers ob­ 
tain a better return for >ome other 
feed grain, the rate of payment 
will be based on the production of 
the feed grain actually placed in 
the acreage reserve by the pro­ 
ducer and is established at 60 per 
cent of the support price of such 
feed grain multiplied by the nor­ 
mal yield of the county. 
It is an­ 
ticipated that this alternative pro­ 
vision will only come into use in 
areas where there is no substan­ 
tial production of corn." 
In any 
case there would be a minimum 
payment of $10 per acre. 
As of the weekend, this bill has 
not been p r o g r a m m e d in the 
House. The Rules Committee will 
consider granting a rule this week, 
and it is hoped that an open rule 
will be granted permitting the bill 
to be up for consideration during 
the wreck of March 4. It is known 
that opponents of the Committee 
bill will attempt to offer the And- 
resen bill 'H R. 3011» dealing only 
with increasing corn 
allotments, 
as a substitute, contending 
that 
the Secretary of Agriculture would 
persuade the President to veto the 
Committee bill, if passed, there­ 
by leaving corn producers in the 
same predicament they are now 
in. It is possible that if the Rules 
Committee grants a rule on Febru­ 
ary 36 that the bill could be con­ 
sidered in the House on February 
2t. 


Congress has given some indi­ 
cation that it is interested in put­ 
ting economy into effect by the 
House's action in sustaining the 
Appropriation Committee's reduc­ 
tion of more than SUO million in 
the Budget request for the Treasu­ 
ry and Post Office Departments. 
The only attempt to reinstate a 
part of the Committee’s reduction 
was defeated by a teller vote of 
124 yeas to ITT nays. 
It would ap 
pear that Congress is accepting 
the President s invitation to cut 
the budget which 
he presented, 
and which both he and Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey describ 
cd as too high.
